It  is  my  privilege  at  this  time  to  send  a  message 
to  the  graduating  class,  Meds.  '53,  of  greeting  and 
most  sincere  congratulations.  It  is  my  pleasure  to 
greet  you  now,  individually,  for  having  attained  your 
degree  as  a  result  of  having  successfully  fulfilled  all 
the  requirements  which  have  been  laid  down.  While 
it  is  probably  true,  in  a  general  measure,  you  have

Power  and  meaning  stream 
from  commitment  to  the  Incarnate  Word.  May  God  ever  hold  you  fast  to  this 
central  conviction  and  bless  your  ministry  in  the  Church.

In  this  seventy-fifth  anniversary  year  of  the  University  I  am  justified  in  looking  back 
for  a  moment  over  the  years. 

In  1925  the  University  had  advanced  in  athletic  development  sufficiently  to  enter  Senior 
Intercollegiate  Basketball,  and  won  the  championship  for  the  first  time  in  1927.  In  1929 
the  University  entered  Senior  Rugby,  and  in  1931  won  the  championship  for  the  first  time. 
Western,  during  about  a  third  of  the  life  of  the  University,  has  been  competing  in  this  ad- 
vanced company.  In  the  winning  of  eleven  basketball  championships  and  eight  rugby 
championships,  there  have  been  many  crucial  games.  Perhaps  the  earliest  highlight  came 
in  1931  when  Joe  Breen  was  coach.  On  October  24th,  1931,  in  the  dying  minutes  of  the 
game  at  Varsity  Stadium,  the  Western  team  was  trailing  by  a  score  4-0.  All  these  points 
had  been  scored  by  Jack  Sinclair  in  a  sea  of  mud.  Backed  up  to  the  shadow  of  their  own 
goal-posts,  the  Mustangs  gained  possession  of  the  ball  when  Varsity  failed  to  make  yards. 
With  one  minute  to  play,  a  completed  forward  pass  from  Stew  Ward  to  Lyle  McKay,  fol- 
lowed by  passes  to  Kewpie  Kennedy  and  See  Valeriote,  took  the  ball  eighty  yards  for  a 
touchdown.  The  convert  was  good  and  the  final  score  was  6-4.  Western  went  on  to  win 
the  championship. 

That  game  provides  us  with  a  moral,  which  is  absolutely  true  in  athletics,  and  just  as 
true  in  life.     One  must  never  quit. 

I  have  this  to  say  to  the  graduating  class  of  1953:  Most  of  you  are  going  out  to  make 
a  living  for  the  first  time.  It  is  true  nearly  all  of  you  have  worked  to  help  yourselves  through 
college,  some  of  you  have  worked  for  several  years,  but  now,  to  use  a  slang  expression,  "the 
chips  are  down".  You  are  going  out  on  your  own  to  work  for  the  rest  of  your  lives.  In  the 
years  to  come  you  are  going  to  meet  many  problems  and  sometimes  you  are  going  to  think 
that  there  is  just  no  answer.  For  those  occasions  I  have  this  advice:  You  leave  here  well 
equipped  for  what  you  are  setting  out  to  do.  The  solution  almost  certainly  will  come.  Always 
bear  in  mind  the  same  practical  philosophy  which  has  won  many  ball  games  since  that  day 
in  Toronto  in  1931  —  you  cannot  win  if  you  quit.
